Jail for a Penarth

A HIGH-SPEED 
five-mile police 
chase ended when 
the driver of a car 
attempted to flee

RAMBLERS’ ROUND-UP 


CLIVE and his 
group of 16 set out 
through Cwm Ivy 
Woods on a 
glorious morning, 
skirting the salt 
marsh to join a 
track leading to 
Llanmadoc, where 
the small church is 
dedicated to St 
Madoc. 

Rev JD Davies was 
the rector of this church 
and St Cadoc’s Church 
in Cheriton, their next 
port of call, from 1860 to 
1911. He became much 
loved and famed for 
writing A History of West 
Gower and for his 
wonderful woodcarvings 
in both churches, as well 
as building and 
designing the Old 
Rectory in Llanmadoc, 
which is based on a 
Swiss house he saw 
while on holiday. 

From the Burry Pill, 
they climbed to Stormy 
Castle, then through the 
remains of the Iron Age 
hill fort at The Bulwarks 
to their lunch stop on 
Llanmadoc Hill, with 
stunning views over the 
Carmarthen coast, and 
back towards Worm’s 
Head and Rhossili 
Down. 

They passed through 
Delvid Burrows and 
climbing Hills Tor - 
more stunning views - 
this time across 
Broughton Bay and 
Whiteford Burrows - 
where during World War 
Two shells and 
ammunition fired from 
Penclawdd towards 
Whiteford Point left vast 
quantities of unwanted 
munitions buried in the 
sand, which are still 
being unearthed today. 

Blustery walk 
William and three 
companions set off on a 
17-mile adventure from 
the lovely ruined 
Augustinian Llanthony 
Priory, in the rugged 
Vale of Ewyas, climbing 
up Cwm Bwchel to Bal 
Mawr for morning 
refreshment. 


A long journey along 
the ridgeway past the 
Blacksmith’s Anvil to 
Rhos Dirion lay ahead 
and the forecast weather 
of blustery showers 
came true as the first 
rain, hail and wind squall 
hit them full in the face. 

But the sun re¬ 
appeared and taking the 
track to Twmpa or ‘Lord 
Hereford’s Knob’ before 
descending and crossing 
the Gospel Pass, another 
stiff climb to Hay Bluff 
lay ahead of them.

A Level students in 
Wales narrowed the 
gap with their

Vale pupils 
excelling. 

In the Vale of 
Glamorgan, more 
students have got good 
grades compared to 
last year in WJEC 
examinations, with 26.9 
per cent of entries 
gaining an A or A* 
grades, compared with 
25.7 per cent last year. 

A total of 79 per 
cent of entries also 
gained a grade of C or 
above compared with 

77.5 per cent last year. 

And 98.2 per cent of 

entries were awarded a 
grade of E or above 
compared with 97.8 per 
cent last year. 

The success rate for 
students receiving their 
AS level examination 
results fell slightly, with 
14.3 per cent of WJEC 
entries gaining an A 
grade compared with 

18.6 per cent last year; 
57 7 per cent of results 
were at grade C or 
above. 

Information released 
by the WJEC based on 
the performance of 
students in Wales 
entered for 
examinations with all 
examination boards 
reported a stable 
picture with a small 
increase in the number

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Meeting with Rhoose man was ‘inspirational’ 


T HERE are many inspirational 
stories in the Vale of Glamorgan, 
but I will be hard pushed to hear 
a more stirring story than that of 
Rhoose resident Zac Smith, a man that 
has lost over half of his body weight in 
less than three years. 

When I met Mr Smith and he told me about the 
rollercoaster journey he has been on in his quest 
to turn his life around, after weighing more than 
50 stone at his heaviest in 2010,1 couldn’t help 
but feel moved by his story. 

We met at Coffee Time in Rhoose, and it was 
there that I immediately understood his passion to 
help others in a similar situation and how his 
progress in losing over half of his bodyweight can 
offer useful lessons in dealing with obesity. 

Having featured on the BBC Wales programme 
Week In, Week Out recently, Zac told me how, on 
his own initiative he had travelled to India to seek 
help for his weight loss. 

He had been refused treatment by NHS Wales 
on the basis of a narrow qualifying criteria for

bariatric surgery. Zac told me that he could have 
qualified for the surgery in England. 

He chose to self-fund the cost of the £9,000 
gastric sleeve operation in India. After saying 
goodbye to all of his family one by one, he 
travelled alone to meet his surgeon, who advised 
that the operation had just a one in two chance of 
success. 

Following the successful weight loss surgery, 
he was again refused an NHS Wales operation to 
remove over three stone of excess skin - meaning 
another trip to India was necessary. 

Meeting Zac in person meant I saw how 
healthy he looked, and it was heartening to see the 
glint in his eye had returned. 

Despite the fact that he was still waiting to 
fully heal from his most recent operation, his 
enthusiasm to help others was infectious. 


To see such a transformation from the deep 
depression that contributed to his weight gain was 
incredible, even more so after he told me stories 
of being laughed at in the street by children when 
simply buying a pint of milk, and how walking, or 
washing became impossible - leading to the 
downward spiral that he has now left behind. 

When I left after such an inspirational meeting, 
I was reminded of how obesity in Wales is not a 
black and white issue, and with over 15,000 in 
Wales now eligible for bariatric surgery we must 
ensure that both the NHS and patients can cope 
with the growing pressure. 

We must think about the medical costs of 
associated complications such as diabetes and the 
pressure they add to the NHS in Wales, both in 
terms of funding long term chronic obesity related 
conditions, and what pressures they place on 
waiting times. 

Zac wants to use his experience to help others, 
and I am keen to hear from constituents who may 
have family or friends in a similar situation in the 
Vale and to put them in touch.

‘Re-ignite the flame of St 
John’s school, Porthcawl 


1 HAVE read with 
tremendous 
sadness and 
astonishment the 
news that my old 
school, St John’s in 
Newton, Porthcawl, 
has suddenly closed 
its doors. 

The seeming rush to 
close implies a quick- 
fire decision and one 
senses the hurt and 
damage which this has 
inflicted on staff and 
pupils alike. 

It is hard to believe 
that an institution with a 
legacy stretching over 93 
years could not have 
been preserved, having 
survived the economic 
downturns of the 1930s, 
1970s, 1990s, and our 
most current downturn. 

We are, after all, out 
of recession and back in 
firm economic growth, 
sustainable ground for 
the private schools’ 
sector. 

The legacy of Harry 
John Crampton, the 
headmaster/owner of the 
school between 1956 
and the mid 1970s, was 
a school with a strong 
sense of purpose, a clear 
mission with resolute 
values and an inspiring 
ethos. 

A man, who was one 
of those instrumental 
people in enabling Great 
Britain to win the 
Second World War 
working alongside 
‘Bouncing Bomb’ 

Barnes Wallace, was 
himself the best 
headmaster I have ever 
met. 


Harry, who inspired 
generations and 
established a school with 
such a sense of purpose 
and durability, can only 
be spinning in his grave 
at this terrible news. 

Harry’s values and 
ethos have led to an 
array of pupils moving 
on from St John’s to 
populate the highest 
levels of the professions 
of accountancy, 
medicine, government, 
education, and science. 

A wealth of extremely 
talented former pupils, 
leaders in their own 
fields, have followed and 
applied the values of St 
John’s and inspired 
others. 

Though the gates are 
locked, the school 
remains an entity and 
alive in the minds of 
many. 

In reading the press 
and social media, it is 
apparent, in my opinion, 
that no opportunity for a 
management buy-out 
from the school’s own 
education team was 
properly considered. 

Therefore, the final 
axe is far from falling 
yet! With the premises 
available and left in a 
time warp of but a few 
weeks, and doubtless the 
majority of the staff in 
workless limbo, I would 
invite the creditors- 
liquidators, and those 
with a vested interest in 
the school, to reach out, 
come together and re¬ 
ignite the flame of St 
John’s, and re-start it 
with a new business 
model. 

School businesses can 


today be more 
innovative in the way 
they breathe and 
develop, and in this case 
a business alliance 
between the creditors, 
the liquidators, the 
former staff, and 
supportive ex-pupils 
would enable St John’s 
to continue and prosper.

Wales, has claimed the 
major cause of the 
problem is the flawed 
way in which social care 
is commissioned: “The 
commissioning process 
should be about quality 
and securing value for 
money and not about 
paying the lowest 
possible price.” 

Mr Kreft spoke out 
after it was revealed two 
homes in the Bridgend 
area were closing. HC- 
One, which owns 
Abergarw Manor in 
Brynmenyn and 

Southmead Grange in 
South Comelly, blamed 
‘a national shortage of 
nursing staff’ for the 
‘very difficult decision’. 

The closures are 
symptomatic of the 
problems also affecting 
care homes across the 
Vale of Glamorgan. 

Mr Kreft said: “We 
know there are major 
issues affecting the care 
sector in the Vale of 
Glamorgan, particularly 
in care homes registered 
for nursing. The owners 
of the two homes in 
Bridgend have been quite 
clear that for them the 


overriding issue was the 
lack of nurses, the 
inability to recruit 
enough nurses of the 
right calibre. 

“That is something 
that is reflected across 
Wales. It should be 
recognised that the 
commissioning 
arrangements make it 
very difficult to attract 
people to work in the 
sector. 

“In Wales, we don’t 
commission for quality, 
it’s more about price, and 
we then work backwards 
from the fee that we’re 
given by local authorities 
and local health boards. 

Another important fact 
was “The NHS is 
refusing to pay for 24/7 
nursing presence in 
nursing homes, yet the 
Welsh Government 
regulations insist on this. 

“There are a total of 
over 20,000 beds in the 
independent social care 
sector in Wales and of 
those, 11,500 beds are for 
people who need nursing 
care - and these beds are 
underpinning the ability 
of the NHS to function. 

“There are simply not 
enough new homes being 


built to replace the ones 
that are being lost and 
this will affect 
communities across 
Wales. 

“If we don’t sort this 
relatively quickly, the 
closures are going to 
accelerate much more 
quickly than new 
investment is coming 
in - all at a time of 
soaring demand in an 
ageing society and when 
the NHS is also bursting 
at the seams. 

“If we don’t bring 
more nurses into the 
independent sector then 
we’re going to find that 
the closures which will 
inevitably come about 
will mean that more 
people will have to reside 
or find their services in a 
hospital bed,” he warned. 

“If we ’re not going to 
get the quality of 
commissioning that 
recognises the quality of 
staff that we need - both 
qualified nurses and 
qualified social care 
workers - we will be 
sleepwalking into a 
disaster, ” Mr Kreft 
concluded.

Group hears 
benefits of new 
medical centre 


GUEST speaker Dr Sue 
Thomas, senior GP at Dinas 
Powys Health Centre spoke of 
the positive benefits of the 
proposed medical centre, at 
the Dinas Powys Voluntary 
Concern AGM. 

She highlighted the growth in the 
number of patients, doctors and staff. 
The number of pensioners had 
significantly increased to 24 per cent 
of patients. The current premises on 
Cardiff Road were inadequate for the 
demands of the community. 

Fifty alternative sites have been 
examined and the only appropriate 
site where there was available land, 
was at the former St Cyres School, 
Murch Crescent. 

One of the priorities of the GPs 
was to keep people out of hospital 


and to be treated in the community. 

The medical centre will have more 
rooms and be able to offer additional 
services. This might include 
therapists, care work and advice 
sessions. There would be provision 
for patients parking. 

Access to the new centre was a 
concern to some and it is hoped that 
Dinas Powys Voluntary Concern 
would be able to assist with transport.

‘Give children’s safety priority 
during summit’ - Plaid man’s call 


PLAID CYMRU councillor Ian Johnson 
has said that the safety of schoolchildren 
“must be the first priority” - when the 
Nato conference is held in Cardiff early 
next month. 

The Vale Council has issued guidance to schools 
to close early on September 3 and 5 and to open late 
on September 4. Cardiff Council has now issued its 
own guidance to a considerable number of schools. 

Coun Ian Johnson said that this sort of disruption 
would have to be expected when a major 
international event is being planned in south Wales, 
and that the possibility of an incident must be taken 
seriously. 

The Cardiff and Vale Local Health Board have 
also said that they may be forced to close Barry 
Hospital for minor injuries to deal with the summit. 

Coun Ian Johnson said this showed the lack of 
capacity when it comes to staffing in the NHS and 
that summit organisers hadn’t considered the impact 
on ordinary people. 

Coun Ian Johnson said: “The safety and well¬ 
being of our schoolchildren has to be the absolute 
priority at a time when the eyes of the world will be 


on Wales. The UK Government made a decision that 
Wales would play host to a large number of world 
dignitaries and military leaders during term-time - a 
large group of people who are, inevitably, terrorist 
targets at a time of international instability. 

“This will inevitably lead to disruption on our 
roads as their safety and schedules are given priority 
over those on the school run or heading to and from 
work. 

“It is an inconvenience forced upon us by the UK 
Government and I find it strange that somebody like 
Alun Cairns MP, whose party insisted that the Nato 
conference be held here, complains that security is 
prioritised like this. 

“It is naive and simplistic to think otherwise. 
Quite simply, there would be no disruption to our 
schools, or threats to our safety, if his Government 
had not organized this event, in Wales, during term- 
time. 

“All we can hope is that the conference is a 
security success and that it passes off peacefully. 

“That is especially the case if Barry Hospital faces 
closure during the summit because of the lack of 
available staff, who will be drafted into Cardiff for 
security purposes - and forcing Barry people to go to

THIS tribute to Audrey 
Jones of Dinas Powys, who

I always welcomed the 
contributions made by Audrey at 
our Labour Party meetings, when 
I was sure to learn a great deal 
from her questions and scrutiny of 
my reports, as her Assembly 
Member and Minister in the Welsh 
Government. 

She was sympathetic to the 
challenges I described, but was 
clear about how I had to move 
forward and represent the 
interests of my constituency more 
effectively - especially women and 
vulnerable people. 

Her love of the arts featured 


strongly in her life and we enjoyed 
a shared interest in contemporary 
music. It was wonderful to see 
Audrey at the Vale of Glamorgan 
Music Festival in May with her 
son and friends. 

She was also a keen supporter 
of the Vale of Glamorgan Artists 
attending the VOGA art 
exhibitions across the Vale. 

Audrey Jones will be greatly 
missed by her family, friends, the 
Labour Party and the wide 
political and friendship network 
she developed across the world 
from her home in Dinas Powys.

Cardiff even for minor injuries. 

“This shows the limited capacity of our Welsh 
NHS to deal with major events like this. 

“Sadly the organisers of the summit don’t seem to 
have considered how an event like this impacts upon 
everyday life for people in Barry, unconnected to the 
events at Celtic Manor many miles away.” 

Local MP Alun Cairns said he was concerned that 
the disruption to hospital services, in addition to a 
number of school closures during the summit, leaves 
residents in the Vale with a number of issues to 
contend with. 

He said: “I simply cannot understand the logic of 
closing the Minor Injuries Unit in Barry, effectively 
forcing local residents from the Vale to travel into 
Cardiff, where the pressure on services will he 
heightened during the Nato summit. 

“I am told that the reason for closure is to provide 
extra cover in Cardiff. Surely, it would be better to 
keep Barry MIU open as normal, and extend the unit 
to residents from west Cardiff - thus reducing 
congestion in Cardiff. Local businesses and residents 
in and around the Barry area will be left without an 
important facility. 

“The Nato summit is a wonderful opportunity for 
the Vale, but it is important that the local health 
board maintains services locally.”

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Farm boy who became 
a local blues legend 

THE END OF AN ERA... 


CARDIFF blues legend 
Cal Newman sadly lost his 
short battle with cancer 
last week. Cal was a much 
loved and respected 
guitarist and singer 
performing country-blues, 
ragtime and slide in a 
varied set of well honed 
blues. 

Cal discovered the blues as a 
child of eight - so moved by the 
depth of this music that he 
taught himself to sing and play 
guitar. 

From this simple beginning, 
he went from being a farm boy 
to a full time musician, this was 
achieved through single-minded 
determination and more than a 
fair share of talent. 

The talents of Cal eventually 
came to the attention of the 
Welsh Arts Council who invited 
him to set up a workshop for 
aspiring guitarists. This 
workshop not only attracted 
artists, but working musicians 
wanting to take their music to a 
higher place. 

The music of Cal Newman 
can be described as Deep Blues 
reflecting something of the life 
of the enigmatic soul singer. His 
singing captured the mood of 
the songs, from Muddy Waters 
to Ry Cooder and allowed his 
audience to experience the deep 
emotions of the singer and the 
songs. 

In the early days, Cal played 
the smoky clubs and bars of

Cardiff’s Dockland and went on 
to perform with his ‘Muddy 
River Blues Band’ at St David’s 
Hall. He also worked for TV as 
host for ‘Sounds of Britain’ and 
was commissioned to compose 
theme music for many television 
documentaries in collaboration 
with Wayne Warlow, top music 
director in Wales at that time. 

For 15 years throughout the 
’70s and ’80s, Cal hosted the 
show at the Inn on the River and 
played with every major Welsh 
musician during that time. To 
have played with and heard him, 
is to have had the Cal Newman 
experience. 

Cal settled down to family 


life in the town of Llantwit 
Major with his then wife Marion 
and three children, Dean, Glen 
and Lisa. Many an opportunity 
was turned down by this very 
humble man, who only ever 
wanted what was best for his 
family. If it meant being taken 
away for long periods of time, 
fame and fortune would always 
take second place. 

It was love at first sight for 
Ani and Cal when they first met 
in the early seventies and have 
been soul mates for over 40 
years: “I’ve never seen two 
people more in love. They 
adored each other and happily 
spent every waking moment 
together,” said Lisa Newman, 
Cal’s daughter. 

He was well loved and 
respected by all who met him, 
and will be greatly missed.

Plaid man hits out 
at ‘stop and search’ 
policy on children 


PLAID CYMRU Westminster candidate 
for Ogmore, Tim Thomas, has raised 
concerns over recent figures revealing the 
number of South Wales Police stop and 
searches on children.

He said figures he had obtained under the 
Freedom of Information Act reveal that over the 
last five years, South Wales Police have stopped 
and searched 620 children under the age of 12, 
including 94 children under the age of 10. 

The figures also reveal that from a total of 
16,000 stop and searches, 12 per cent were actioned 
on young people under 16 years old. 

Mr Thomas commented: “The stop and search 
figures reveal how police interact with young 
people and this concerns me. It shows that a new 
approach needs to be implemented to ensure that 
young children are always treated differently to 
adults. 

“The age of criminal prosecution in England and 
Wales is 10 years old, which is one of the lowest in 
Europe. This unreasonable threshold is condemning 
people for mistakes they have made in their youth 
and is holding back people predominantly from 
vulnerable backgrounds. 

“When you consider young people are heavily 
represented as victims of crime, we need to 
improve the relationship and trust between young 
people and the police. 

“This is another reason why I would like to see 
the full devolution of policing as recommended by 
the Silk Report, so we would at the very least be 
able to debate such changes in the Senedd and have 
our police follow the Scottish example. 

“In the meantime, new guidelines on police stop 
and search on children should be introduced,” he 
concluded. 

The GEM invited South Wales Police to comment 
but, at the time of going to press, a response had 
not been received.

THE ROVER IS 
A POWERFUL 
AND SPARSE 
PIECE OF WORK 


F OR those 
who know 
Robert 

Pattinson as the 
pasty faced 
Edward in the 
Twilight franchise, 
the general 
consensus is of an 
actor prone to 
blank expressions 
and awkward 
acting. 

However outside of 
the much-maligned 
vampire films, 

Pattinson has worked 
with directors such as 
David Cronenberg and 
shown some semblance 
of talent, with his latest 
film, The Rover, seeing 
him work with Animal 
Kingdom’s David 
Michod. 

Set 10 years after a 
social and economic 
collapse that gets no 
further explanation, 
Pattinson plays Rey, 
who, when his brother 
Henry (Scoot 
McNairy), and his gang 
steal Eric’s (Guy 
Pearce) car, becomes a 
pawn used by Eric in 
order for him to get his 
car back - and heaven 
forbid anybody get in 
his way... 

Animal Kingdom was 
a film that created 
much impact upon 
release, the tale of a 
family caught up in a 
world of crime gritty 
and captivating; that 
David Michod has 
followed that up with a 
similarly hard-baked 
tale is not overly 
surprising, but what is 
surprising is how 
minimalistic the film is, 
but no less powerful for 
it. 

Michod’s screenplay 
gets very little 
embellishment, with 
few answers offered 
(there is no explanation 
for the ‘collapse’ for 
example) but with hints

slowly 

and intriguingly 
revealed. This applies 
to the characters as 
well, back story a dirty 
word here. Instead 
Michod lets the 
characters live in the 
moment, and only 
when their actions get 
too much does he even 
begin to unravel what 
has gone on before the 
opening credits. 

Visually the film is 
bleak and oppressive, 
sunbaked and gritty, the 
Australian outbreak a 
fitting backdrop for this 
tale of vengeance and 
betrayal. It feels like a 
dystopian Western, long 
shots of parched land 
with Eric’s car 
substituting for his 
horse, and Henry and 
his gang the black hats 
who have stolen it. 

But there is 
something timeless 
about it, both in terms 
of Michod’s direction 
and the story, that 
means it isn’t beholden 
to any rules other than 
its own, and while 
ostensibly a chase film, 
it weaves in other 
elements to make for a 
rounded offering. 

It’s slow pace and 
meandering feel means 


that the performances 
have to engage in order 
for the film to grab 
your attention, and they 
certainly do. The film 
hangs on the shoulders 
of Guy Pearce, before 
Robert Pattinson’s 
arrival and how then- 
relationship plays out 
forms the crux of the 
film, and both actors 
deliver fine 
performances. 

Pearce is a known 
quantity, rarely 
anything but watchable, 
and his stoic, driven 
Eric is a man of few 
words, but Pearce 
projects malevolence 
and heartbreak in equal 
measure, a man 
clinging onto the one 
thing that matters to 
him in a world gone 
awry with nothing left 
to lose. 

Pattinson is the 
surprising turn; Rey is a 
character who, 
separated from his 
brother’s gang, 
becomes submissive to 
the needs of Eric. 

Yet behind his 
simple manner, you 
wonder whether Rey is 
planning something, or 
has a greater 
understanding than he’s 
letting on, something 
Pattinson’s excellent 
performance really 
conveys; his bursts of 
violence hinting that 
Rey’s true ability to 
express himself comes 
through violence. 

While its slow- 
burning tone won’t be 
for everyone, if you 
stick with The Rover 
then you’ll 1 be 
rewarded - David 
Michod’s sophomore 
effort an economic and 
powerful offering. 

VERDICT - Hard 
going, tension-filled 
and anchored by two 
excellent lead turns, 

The Rover is a powerful 
offering from David 
Michod. 

The basic story is 
given just the right 
amount of 

embellishment, and the 
film looks as tough and 
gritty as Guy Pearce 
and Robert Pattinson 
superb performances. 
Highly recommended.

WE all enjoy the freedom 
of our beautiful Welsh 
beaches and the urge to 
test the water is more often 
than not compulsive 
amongst the younger 
generation. 

Given this, it is so important to 
ensure that every member of the 
family knows how to swim. 

The best place to start is your 
local swimming pool. Swimming 
is an excellent form of low 
impact exercise that the whole 
family can enjoy, yet you can still 
work up a good heart rate if you 
push yourself hard enough. 

Over the last week, while the 
weather has turned autumnal, I’ve 
been at my local swimming pool 



most mornings notching up the 
lengths. It’s true, swimming many 
lengths can become repetitive and 
therefore it’s essential to make it 
fun. 

This week’s challenge is a 
family swimathon: each member 
of the family chooses a different 
stroke. You can choose from 
breast stroke, front crawl, back 
stroke or doggy paddle 
(technically not a stroke but quite 
fun and it certainly bums some 
energy). 

Decide what order you will 
swim in and then, in a relay style, 
set off swimming your chosen 
stroke. If a length is too far for 
your children then do a width 
instead. The clock begins as the 
first swimmer starts and ends as 
the last swimmer finishes. 

Remember to record your time. 


Now do it again, but each 
choose a different stroke from the 
first time. The idea here is to find 
out your family’s optimum 
combination of strokes. 

Playing to your strengths is 
always a good idea and working 
in a team where strengths vary 
produces the best type of teams. 

There is no need for swimming 
to be a solitary sport, so set a date 
and get your whole family down 
to your local swimming pool.

They will see how 
different the village 
looked in the 1900s.

“The First World War came 
about because it was felt 
international rivalry could not be 
resolved except by war and this 
clash of national ambitions 
caused millions to die because we 
had not yet discovered other ways 
of resolving them except through 
armed conflict,” said Dr Morgan. 

“The Christian faith reminds us 
of our weakness and fallibility as 
human beings and of the values 
of things such as liberty, respect 
for weaker people and that no 
nation is exempt from the laws of 
morality and the need for 
peaceful co-existence.” 

God in War will be broadcast 
on Radio Wales on Sunday, 
August 31 at 1.30pm. It will be

Bethesda ChapeVs invite 
to 50th anniversary events 


IN March 1962, people in 
Dinas Powys crossing the 
open fields where Fairoaks 
and Bethesda Chapel now 
stand would have been 
surprised to see a group of 
men engaged in cutting 
footings for a building. A 
week or so later, they filled 
them with concrete. 

What might have seemed 
strange was that it was open 
ground and there was no road or 
other buildings. The building was 
proceeded with however and a 
builder’s road duly appeared. It 
was built to provide access for a 
new junior school, which the then 
Glamorgan County Council had 
proposed for Dinas Powys. 

The workmen who had been 
involved with the footings were 
Christians who had been meeting 
in a World War II army hut on 
Cardiff Road. 

They had submitted plans for a 
new chapel on the Cardiff Road 
site but their plans had been turned 
down. 

In May 1960, Cardiff Rural 
District Council, as then was, 
agreed to sell a plot of land to 
them - where Bethesda Chapel 
now stands. 

It was in the middle of a field. 
The council at that point had no 
plans to build houses on the rest of 
the surrounding area. The 
purchase was made and when 
plans for the new school and 
accompanying builder’s road were 
known, chapel plans were 
immediately submitted and 
passed. 

The main brickwork was done 
by Herbert Parker, a Cardiff 
builder, but the rest of the work 
was mainly done by the members 
themselves, with some help from 
friends. 

The church recorded just over 
30 members at the time but what 
they lacked in numbers, they made 


up for in enthusiasm and the 
readiness to put in some hard work 
- a trait that has remained with the 
chapel’s members to this day. And 
hard work it was! 

The day the concrete was put in 
the footings, it rained continually. 
Work started at 8am and continued 
for 12 straight hours. There were 
ten workers only - including the 
‘tea boy’. 

The builder’s road had not been 
built at that point so the lorry 
mixing concrete couldn’t get close 
enough to the footings to pour the 
concrete in, due to the effect of the 
weather conditions on the soft, 
wet ground. A small dumper was 
used to carry the concrete from the 
lorry to the footings. 

Bethesda Chapel as it was 
called, finally opened at the end of 
August 1964. 

The church grew numerically. 
It was a hive of activities - a good 
Sunday School, a mid-week 
children’s work, youth work, 
women’s work and more. On a 
Sunday, some of the youth classes, 
originally known as 

‘Covenanters’, had to be held in 
the homes of members because 
there was ‘no room at the inn’! 

To alleviate this problem, an 
adjoining piece of land was duly 
purchased in the autumn of 1969. 
The building more than doubled in 
size; the additions included a 
games hall, kitchen and several 
classrooms. This time however, 
the work was contracted out. The 
structure of the chapel has 
continued to develop over the 
years, with improvements, 
enlargements and refurbishing. 

Over the 50 years since those 
early days, the chapel has become 
a recognised and respected part of 
the Dinas Powys community. 
Membership has grown from the 
initial 30 or so to 120 registered 
members today. 

The Bethesda Community 
Choir based at the chapel, 
annually performs at the Parish 


Hall for a week in December as 
well as taking part in the music 
festival during the spring/summer 
period. The chapel also has a 
regular presence at the annual 
Dickensian Fayre in December, as 
well as the Dinas Powys Show at 
the end of August. 

Those responsible for leading 
the chapel have a vision to connect 
with the community and to 
promote a positive Christian 
message in social and practical 
ways as well as doctrinal ones. 
Sunday attendances are increasing 
to the point where the leaders are 
looking to the next set of structural 
changes that may be needed. 

To celebrate the first 50 years 
of Bethesda Chapel a number of 
events are being planned. 

On Sunday, August 24, Colin 
Locke, one of the ‘Original 30’ 
will be speaking at Bethesda’s 
Family Service, which starts at 
11am, with coffee and biscuits 
from 10.15 am onwards. 

The main celebration will take 
place from Wednesday, September 
17 - Sunday, September 21. The 
chapel will be open throughout the 
day during that time for an 
exhibition of the current works it 
offers, as well as a photographic 
display celebrating the last 50 
years. 

Other events will include 
‘Songs of Praise’ evening; public 
reading of the Psalms by chapel 
members and others; coffee 
morning and community lunch; 
back to church family service and 
fellowship lunch; Bethesda Open 
Day; history of Bethesda - an 
illustrated talk by Bernard 
Osborne, another of the original 
members; an exhibition of 
memorabilia going back 50 years. 

All are welcome and can keep 
up with events via the chapel 
website, www.bethesdachapel.com 
or by following @bethesdachapel 
on Twitter. Bethesda also has a 
Facebook page.
